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Advisory Action 

1. This office action is in response to the after-final request for reconsideration filed 
on April 10, 2006. 

2. The terminal disclaimers filed on 4/1 0, 2006 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
US patent 6,260,146 and US patent 5,770,846 have been reviewed and are accepted. 
The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Specification 

3. The substitute specification filed on April 10, 2006 has not been entered. 

4. Applicant's request for consideration has been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive because of the following reasons: 

The amendment filed on 4/10/2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "A medium fixed 
to a chip card fashioned in such a way is known in the smart card applications industry 
as defining a hybrid card, or more specifically, a hybrid chip card". Instant application 
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original specification discloses, "a card to which the magnetic medium has been fixed" 
and "a magnetic stripe, is fixed to the exterior of a chip card". See instant application 
page 20 and lines 1 7 - 23. 

Hybrid chip card, contact or contactless functionality incorporated into a single 
card design, wherein the card contains either 2 chips with separate interfaces or a 
single processor supporting multiple interfaces. Hybrid cards may contain both a contact 
chip and a contactless chip. Instant application original specification does not include 
hybrid chip card or hybrid card. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, In such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claim 48 is rejected under 35 U.S.C, 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such^a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 
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Amended Claim 48 recites, "a magnetic stripe located on a chip card", which is 
not supported in the instant application original specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. In view of the Terminal Disclaimer filed on 4/10/2006, Claim 47 is allowed.
